1,882 Local Peeple 
Get Security Pay 


By the end of 1960, more than 
1,882 people in Coffee county 
were receiving old-age, sui'viv- 
ors and disability insurance 
benefits. The total benefits 
paid to these people for Decem. 
ber 1960 was $87,498.00, accord- 
ing to Harry N. Scott, manager 
of the Dothan Social Security 
District office. “This is an in- 
crease in the number of people 
receiving benefits by about 7.7 
percent over the same month 
last year,” he said. 

Nationally, almost 15 million 
people were receiving about a 
billion dollars a month in old- 
age, survivors, and _ disability 
insurance benefits at the close 
of 1960. Many of these people 
were made eligible for benefits 
by the changes in the law made 
in 1960—such as the reduction 
in the amount of work requir- 
ed to qualify for benefits and 
the removal of the age 50 re- 
quirement for disability bene- 
fits. 

Payments to a retired work- 
er With no dependents receiv- 
ing benefits averaged $70.00 in 
December 1960; to a retired 
couple, both receiving beriefits, 
the average payments was $124. 
The average for an aged wid- 
ow Was about $58.00.

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Deadline Is Near 
For Feed Grain 
Signup Program 


Corn and egrain sorghum 
growers have until May 22, to 
Sign up under the 1961 feed 
grain program, Lester Gunter, 
Chairman, County Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Committee, said today. 

The program provides special 
payments to growers of the 
two crops who divert acreages 
this year from the production 
of corn or grain sorghum to a 
soil conserving use, Up to half 
the total payment to be earned 
on a farm may be made in ad- 
vance if the farmer requests it. 

In Coffee county, the aver- 
age county rates are $15.00 per 
acre for reducing corn acreage 
a minimum of 20 percent below 
the farm base atreage and 
$13.40 per acre for reducing 
grain sorghum acreage a like 
amount. Higher rates will ap- 
ply for reducing corn and graim 
sorghum acreage from 20 to 46 
percent below the base. Rates 
on a farm may be higher or 
lower than the county rates, 
depending on the farm's pro- 
ductivity in relation to the 
county average. 

While the program is volun- 
tary, corn and grain sorghunw 
producers will not be eligible 
for price support on any ‘of 
their 1961 feed grain crops un- 
less they cooperate in the feed 
grain program. 

The Chairman reported that 
many farmers have visited the 
County Office since the pre- 
gram was announced to obtaize 
information. Interest has been 
general throughout the area, 
and farmers usually have fit- 
ed an application at that time 
to take part in the program.
